The Peru Evening 
Journal, in a bio- 
graphical sketch of E. B. Shirk, in which 
it makes the claim that he is the largest 
landholder in the state and the richest 
man in northern Indiana, says: "He 
has lived in Peru nearly forty years, and 
something of his activity may be inferred 
from the fact that, in 1881, he paid taxes 
to the amount of $16,000. 
He was not 
readily communicative about his fortune, 
but answered direct 
questions, an<3 
seemed totally unconscious of the fact 
that his achievements had been at all 
extraordinary. 
At the time of his 
death he owned seventy-three large 
farms 
in 
Indiana, 
all in a 
high 
state of cultivation, 
besides 
city property, prairie and timber lands 
in various parts of the union. His fifteen 
farms in Tipton county range in value 
from $2.000 to $12,000 each, his four- 
teen farms in Marshall county range in 
value from $2,500 to $20,000 each; in 
Pulaski, ten farms; all large and valuable. 
In all the following named counties he 
had either a farm or farms: 
Wabash, 
Huntington, Warrick, Gibson, Cass, Ful- 
ton, 
Jasper, 
Adams, 
Jeferson and 
Allen. In the state of Michigan 
he 
had twenty-four 
farms and 
two thousand 
acres of timber land, 
largely pine. 
In Arkansas he held 
6,000 and in Texas 9,000 acres of land. 
One of his first operations was getting 
possession of a large tract of Iowa land 
when emigration was turned in that di- 
rection. 
The Indiana farmer desiring 
to move to that state he would buy out, 
paying so much money and trade in the 
wild lands. 
That was repeated in Kan- 
sas with uncommon success. 
In every 
instance the farmer felt himself benefit- 
ted and his condition improved. 
With 
a little money Kansas was a glorious 
state to which to move. 
It was also 
repeated in Arkansas, 
but not with 
such marked success, for the reason that 
many of the emigrants sickened and 
died; the lands, however, appreciated in 
value. 
The rental of one of his build- 
ings in Chicago amounted to" $75,000 an- 
nually. 
He also owned nine residences 
that rented for $1,000 and eight more at 
$200 each. In Kokomo he owned two 
hotels, three business houses and two 
residences; an establishment in Tipton, 
one in Monticello ac.d one at Peru com- 
prised his banking interests. Of the 
First National in Peru he owned $89,000 
of the stock, and the stock would sell at 
$500 a share."

C A R P 
P O N D S . 


Information from One Who Has Had Kx- 
perienoa. 


As several of the 
World's 
readers want 
information regarding the construction of 
carp ponds I will give for their benefit one 
of the best plans I have encountered in my 
experience: 


Catv?}>OÏJJ>. 


Fig. 1 i'e[)re8ents the springs or source ot 
a creek. 
Fig. 2 is a pipe o r open ditch 
from creek t o pond. 
Fig. 3 is a n egg- 
shaped pond. 
Fig. 4 is t h e outlet f r o m 
pond t o the creek. 
A carp pond can be 
m a d e round, square, in t h e shape of a star 
o r a n y other shape, b u t egg-shaped I pre- 
fer. 


vSuch a pond can be constructed along- 
side large creeks o r rivers. 
Inlet 
ditches 
could be made a n eighth o r even one- 
fourth of a mile in length t o some low spot. 
There are such ]ilaco8 on m o s t farms 
t h a t 
could be p u t under water a n d soon become 
valuable. 


A carp pond one-fourth of a n acre in ex- 
tent o u g h t t o have a deep place in it of 
a b o u t forty feet square. 
I n t h e E a s t e r n 
and Middle States this deep place should 
be six feet in depth; in the Southern States 
four feet is deep 
enough. In the first- 
named States it is best if there is a m u d d y 
b o t t o m . 
My pond h a s mud in i t t o t h e 
depth of one foot. 
F r o m such a pond ice 
can be taken without a n y h a r m t o t h e 
carp. In m y pond I have 
carp 
t h a t 
weigh from three t o ten pounds each, be- 
sides m a n y t h o u s a n d s of small ones. I h a d 
two crops of ice taken from i t this last 
winter, and I do n o t think t h a t one carp, 
eitlter sm.-ill o r large, was injure<l. W e 
worked wit*, 
care when t a k i n g the ice 
cakcs o u t of the water. 


Some fanners have running t h r o u g h their 
farms a stream of water. 
If they w a n t t o 
uiako a pond they do i t b y d a m m i n g u p 
tiio stream. 
This is better a n d more prof- 
itable t h a n n o pond a t aU. The only 
trouble with such ponds is during high wa- 
ter some of the young 
carp will be carried 
down the stream. I d o n o t think 
t h a t 
m a n y of the old ones will escape, a s their 
h a b i t is t o keep t o t h e b o t t o m 
unless t h e I 
sun is o u t A-ery warm. I t is a mistake t o 
make a carp pond of uniform depth. I t 
should slope t o w a r d s t h e center. 
Shallow 
water from six inches t o one foot deep is 
the place where t h e carp spends its time 
from ten o'clock a. m. till four o'clock p. 
m. The mose grass a n d weeds there are in 
a carp pond t h ? more y o u n g c a r p ca»n be 
raised. 
Here is just where a g r e a t m a n y 
men fail who have carp ponds. 
They have 
them t o o nice a n d clean. 
This was t h e 
fault I m a d e a t 
first. I tried t o have m y 
pond a s clean a s possible, b u t I soon 
learned t h a t grass, weeds, water lilies, etc., 
are of g r e a t importance. A female c a r p 
t h a t weighs five pounds lays a t least 
five 
hundred t h o u s a n d eggs in a season.—Z/. iVl 
ICern, in N. Y. World.
